“The. recent advance in the price 
of, hides: and skins seema to Indi+ 
cate that the hide ‘and leather 


| markets are emerging from the 


depression of: the last several 
years,” says the National Bank of 
Commerce.in New York, writing in 
the July issue of Commerce 
Monthly. : 

“A remarkable saconee in “the 
price of hides and skins has taken 
place in the past three months in 
the face of a quiet leather market 
and has brought the level to the 
highest point for some time. Tho 
movement Is baséd on a sound 
atatistical s{tuatio. ‘and the hide 
and leather marketa seem finally to 
have emerged: from the depression 
that:-began in 1920. - Hides and 
heavy leather especially have bene- 
fited, but thé whole market has 
shared the improvement.’ Hide 
‘prices have gone up 89 per cent. 
Since March 15 and. calfskin . 27 
per cent. ' 

“Two caapal’ factors in ‘particu- 
lar stand out as of primary impor- 
tance—reduced ‘ slaughter. and 
smaller stocks of hides and leather, 
Cattle slaughtered have been about 
a half million less 80 far in 1927 
than last yenr and-thia decrease is 
expected to continue for the rest of 
the year. - Building up dairy herds 
depleted last year by the tuberculin 
‘campaign and the general: stabilisa- 
tion ‘of the cattle industry explain 
in large part this ‘reduction. in 
slaughter. On the South American 
markets ‘alao the kill has been 
smaller than last year.’ Cattle 
reaching the market these days are 
smaller than in former, years, 
owing to the popularity of baby 
beef, and this reduces the amount 
of leather from each hide.
